NO INTERNATIONAL. 


N some other year, perhaps, there may be an 

international race, at one mile and a half, 
with $100,000 added, at Arlington Park, but 
there will be no such event this year. Announce- 
ment to this effect was regrettably made by the 
Arlington Park Jockey Club during the past 
week, after its racing committee, upon receipt 
of advices from C. J. FitzGerald, who is in 
Europe, cancelled the project. Instead there will 
be this year, on August 2, the last day of the 
meeting, an event for 3-year-olds and upward, 
weight-for-age, one mile and a quarter, $25,000 
added, entries to which will close on May 28, the 
date for the closing of other stakes, as adver- 
tised in the previous two issues of THE BLOOD 
Horse. 


For such a race as the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club had proposed in the way of an international 
event, only Thoroughbreds of high rating and un- 
disputed racing ability were desired, and when 
it was found that these could not be obtained 
Messrs. Otto W. Lehmann, president, Charles 
McCulloch, chairman of the board, Roy Carru- 
thers, managing director, and their associates 
promptly and commendably announced the fact 
and substituted the weight-for-age race, which 
is certain to command the better horses now in 
training in this country. 


Mr. FitzGerald, while in Europe last fall with 
Mike Hall, spoke of the race to numerous own- 
ers in England, Ireland and France, it having 
been originally proposed over there by John D. 
Hertz while on his sporting mission with the 
mighty Reigh Count, and he (Mr. FitzGerald) 
came home with what he considered to be the 
assurance of their owners that some four or five 
of the better horses in the three countries could 
be depended upon to start in the proposed race, 
but when he returned this spring to those coun- 
tries he found conditions so changed that noth- 
ing remained save abandonment of the project. 

There has been in some quarters criticism that 
European owners are lacking in sportsmanship. 
We do not consider this to be justified. We 
think that, on the whole, European owners, espe- 
cially the English owners, are less mercenary 
than are the owners in America. In England 


the owners have been putting more into racing 
and taking less out of it than have owners in 
our country. We have seen how difficult it is 
for a good horse to go from the United States 
and win in England without having been accli- 
mated, and we have seen the defeat of Papyrus 
and Epinard over here in confirmation of the 
difficulty prevalent when the journey is from 
rather than to our shores. We shall await Mr. 
FitzGerald’s report before making further com- 
ment. 


THE DERBY. 

ECOGNIZING the victories of Gallant Fox 

in the Wood Memorial Stakes and the 
Preakness Stakes as meritorious achievements 
justifying his elevation to favoritism for the 
Kentucky Derby, and realizing that seemingly 
this good son of *Sir Gallahad III has best chance 
to win the coveted event at Churchill Downs 
Saturday of this week, we hesitate to forecast 
him as the probable victor, because of the ab- 
sence of a correct line for comparison of his 
present form with the present form of Tannery, 
Breezing Thru, Gallant Knight and Kilkerry, 
which are of the West and the South, and which 
are expected to furnish him his principal conten- 
tion on this great occasion. 

Tannery, we think, has shown himself to be a 
sterling race horse in the hands of “Jack’’ Baker, 
a master trainer, and we have the feeling that 
he will contest the race every inch of the way. 
Breezing Thru, we hear, has worked so well over 
the Idle Hour Farm track since his race of May 
3 against Tannery at the Kentutky Association 
track as to heighten the hopes of Colonel Bradley 
and his retinue, and they are so expert in the 
matter of Derby preparation and Derby win- 
ning as to be more than ordinarily well informed 
about the subject. 


High Foot’s preparation for the race has not 
been without criticism from some of the very 
expert trainers, and his race at Louisville last 
Saturday was such as to leave the impression 
that the son of Prince Pal already has had his 
goose cooked. Gallant Knight has shown steady 
and impressive improvement in his work and his 
race at Louisville Saturday gives him an outside 
chance. Kilkerry and Broadway Limited, the 


| 
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former especially, have been working to the sat- 
isfaction of the veteran Dick Vestal, but we hear 
the former has been going sore. 

There was a tip from California that Longus 
had been backed by his owner to the amount of 
$10,000, but his showing at Fairmount Park Sat- 
urday does not indicate Derby calibre. Crack 
Brigade, which finished second to Gallant Fox 
in the Preakness Stakes is to be a starter. As 
we see it the contest will be hard fought, with 
Gallant Fox or Tannery most likely to win, with 
Breezing Thru, Crack Brigade showing best of 
the others, though we recognize that Gallant 
Knight and Kilkerry are outsiders with each a 
claim to consideration in calculations. 


CERTIFICATES. 
ROM time to time THE BLOOD HORSE has 
urged the importance of having the certifi- 
cate of registration issued by The Jockey Club, 
proprietor of the American Stud Book, to pass 
with the Thoroughbred when sold, claimed or 
otherwise transferred from one ownership to an- 
other. A horse cannot start in a race unless and 
until it has been registered with The Jockey 
Club for inclusion in the American Stud Book. 
The certificate of registration therefore becomes 
an essential instrument of writing and a paper 
of importance to the owner of the horse, though 
in other times it has not been treated as such. 
Owners and trainers of horses used for racing 
become careless of these certificates and in a sur- 
prisingly great number of cases they become 
lost or destroyed. If it should be a rule of 
racing that no entry shall be accepted at any 
race course unless and until the certificate has 
been exhibited to the racing secretary at the 
making of the first entry for that meeting, and 
that when a horse is claimed from a race the 
certificate of registration shall be transferred to 
the claimant when and as the money is paid, the 
certificates would be carefuly kept. 


Buyers of Thoroughbreds for hunting, polo and 
for bridle path riding now are insisting upon 
having certificates of registration, and properly 
so. Buyers for breeding purposes, especially 
since Mr. Klees, the present registrar, has been 
so carefully checking up on the broodmares of 
the country, are, in the greater number of in- 
stances, requiring sellers to furnish registration 
certificates, and those who are not may later 
have occasion to regret they failed to do so. 

When Mr. Klees began his check-up we 
thought he was too drastic in his demands, and 
said so, but we since have had occasion to some- 
what alter our opinion about that. This care- 
lessness of preservation of registration certifi- 
cates, the only perfect means of identification 
where horses are frequently changing hands, has 
very likely occasioned numerous confusions of 
identity of which we have not heard, but a suf- 


ficient number have come to our notice to cause 
us to now know that the bother and annoyance 
occasioned breeders by the check-up will later 
have its recompense for all concerned. 

During the last few days a case has come to 
our knowledge of the mixing up of two mares 
which could not have been had the sales com- 
pany in which they were sold required a certifi- 
cate of registration to be deposited at the time 
of entry of the mares for the sale, and had the 
marks of those two mares been published in the 
catalogue. Most assuredly the certificate must 
in future pass with the animal in all cases. 


RIGHTO! 
6c AT this country seems to need more 
than anything else right now is a good 
five-cent tip,” exclaims The Louisville Times. 
Quite so. Fees, tips, stakes, or whatever they 
may be called, are entirely too high, particularly 
on the race courses of the country. The practice 
of owners and trainers giving large gratuities to 
jockeys is all wrong. It is working out to the 
ruination of the riders. They are getting too 
much money in their youth to squander in a way 
that contributes to impairment of their useful- 
ness for a longer period than otherwise would be 
the case. If they had less money, their habits 
would be better and more regular and their com- 
panions, too, would be of a better class than are 
the gentry who prey upon them for what is 
to be gained from and through them. It should 
be a rule of the Turf that gifts should be limited, 
and that all above a certain per cent should be 
invested for the riders by the Turf governing 
bodies until they shall have reached the time in 
life when they will have better appreciation of 
the value of the dollar. As for the “tips” put 
out by the advertising gentry under title of 
“transactions” or “information,” so few are good 
enough to be worth five cents, though many dol- 
lars are taken for them from the pockets of 
“saps” who “fall” for the allurements of so- 
called “selectors” who are permitted by a sec- 
tion of the Turf press to buy space in their col- 
umns. 


WHISKERY. 


E came upon the following in ‘Mankato’s” 
column in The Sporting Chronicle (Man- 
chester) for April 12: “St. Germans (whose fee 
in America is £300), and who is the sire of Mr. 
H. P. Whitney’s Whiskery (perhaps the best 3- 
year-old filly in the United States).” We hasten 


to advise “Mankato” that *St. Germans isn’t the 
sire of Whiskery; that Whiskery isn’t the prop- 
erty of Mr. Whitney, and that Whiskery isn’t a 
3-year-old filly. Whiskery, by Whisk Broom II— 
Prudery, by Peter Pan, was bred by Harry 
Payne Whitney, and was foaled in 1924, a brown 
After his racing days, he was sold to 


colt. 
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Arthur B. Hancock for service in his Claiborne 
Stud, but he was found to be impotent, was 
altered, and now is being trained by Auval Baker. 

This correction is not made in a critical sense, 
but merely with the idea of keeping the record 
straight. We know how one may fall into error 
when writing of horses, particularly when writing 
of horses of a country other than one’s own. 
We know that “Mankato” will be glad to have 
been put right in the matter, just as we are 
always glad when someone calls attention to 
mistakes which now and then creep _ into 
THE BLOOD-HORSE. 


THE DUDLEY STUD 


HE front page of this issue of THE BLOOD- 

HorSE has a picture of Thunderbird and her 
bay filly foal (now a yearling) by *Monk’s Way. 
This mare and her foal, as well as the sire of 
the foal, are the property of Col. W. S. Dudley, 
and they are, along with a number of other 
Thoroughbreds, in the Dudley Stud at Letton Vi- 
mon’t Sunny Hill Stock Farm, near Millersburg, 
in Bourbon County, Kentucky. 

Thunderbird, foaled in 1917, by *Star Shoot, 
out of Grace G., by *Albert, was herself a winner 
for three seasons and has produced six foals, 
three of which, Ormonbird, Vimont and Jim 
Dandy, have started and won, the latter being a 
stakes winner. Her fourth successful foal is the 
2-year-old chestnut colt by Bubbling Over which 
was sold to the Brookmeade Stable as a yearling 
of last August for $10,000 and which has been 
named Geyser, though there already is a 5-year- 
old gelding of the same name now racing. Her 
fifth foal is the filly by *Monk’s Way, shown in 
the picture, and her sixth is a suckling chestnut 
by Transmute, as good-looking an individual as 
one would want to see. Thus, Thunderbird has 
had five colts and one filly in six successive 
years. 

Colonel Dudley sold Vimont for $3,500, Jim 
Dandy for $25,000, Geyser for $10,000, making a 
total of $38,500 for the three. He did not own 
Thunderbird until after Ormonbird was foaled 
and never owned Ormonbird. The three of her 
produce, which have started, have collectively 
won 17 races and $30,945 to May 1. 

Thunderbird this year has been mated with 
Peter Pan, and Mr. Vimont last Sunday, when 
the writer was inspecting the Dudley Thorough- 
breds, expressed the opinion that she is in foal. 
This is an unusually good mare as to conforma- 
tion, health and productivity, and Colonel Dud- 
ley is quite fortunate to have selected her for 
inclusion in his stud. 

The Dudley mares have produced exceedingly 
well this season. There are 19 foals from 20 
mares, Stitches being the only one to have lost 
her foal. 

The writer was impressed with the splendid 
manner in which *Monk’s Way marks his get, 
both as to the yearlings and the foals, and he 
also gained the impression from the four of the 
get by the young horse Terry, property of Max 
Hirsch and Sam Harris, that the son of *North 
Star III will make an excellent stock horse. 

A very attractive foal is the bay colt by *Monk’s 
Way, out of Pretty Politician, a daughter of Bal- 
lot, and among the yearlings there is an own 
brother to this colt which is a wonderful indi- 


vidual. Two other especially good foais by 
*Monk’s Way are the bay colt from Panna, by 
Delhi, and the bay filly from Southern Kiss, by 
Peter Pan. There is also a nice filly in the 
group by Stimulus, out of Overstep, and a well 
made filly by Brilliant, out of Blue Fox. A smart 
looking chestnut colt is by Infinite, out of Anita 
K. Cherokee Rose II (own sister to Pennant), 
has a grand looking filly foal at heel by Terry, 
and she is a remarkably well preserved mare. 
She is 26 years old and doesn’t look to be more 
than 12. Aloft, a daughter of Peter Pan, has a 
smart looking bay filly by transmute. The bay 
colt by Terry, out of Loys, by Uncle, is sure to 
grow into a slashing individual. 


There are 11 yearlings at the farm. In addi- 
tion to the colt by *Monk’s Way out of Pretty 
Politician, there are colts by Supremus, out of 
Badinage, and by Ormont, out of Just In Time. 
The other 8 are fillies, three by Ormont, they be- 
ing daughters of Loys, Anita K. and Panna; 
three by *Monk’s Way out of Thunderbird, Blue 
Fox and Glide, respectively. The other two are 
a bay filly by *Dis Donc, from Aloft, and a 
chestnut filly by Thunderer, from Galli Curci. 

A pretty heavy shower came while the writer 
was visiting at this farm and it was noticed that 
none of the mares and foals, nor any of the 
yearlings, were taken into the stables, as is fre- 
quently done on other farms. Comment was 
made upon this, whereupon Mr. Vimont said: “A 
horse is not a hot house plant. It was intended 
by nature that he be out doors, and it is our 
plan to follow nature as closely as possible. Our 
horses are never inside except in extremely cold 
or excessively hot weather. In very hot weather 
we prefer they find the shade naturally from the 
trees, but if the flies are quite annoying we then 
put them inside the barns which are always kept 
disinfected and as free as possible from flies. 
We have, as you see here, 19 foals from 20 mares, 
and we have not had a veterinarian on the place 
this season. Our plan is to treat the horses as 
horses, and to give them the benefit of the out- 
side as much as possible, and to give them good, 
wholesome feed in quantities sufficient to their 
requirements for good flesh and health, and to 
have the best of water for them at all times. 
During this season of the year we feed the mares 
in troughs in the pasture, and about June 1 we 
will begin feeding the foals in troughs arranged 
for them also in the pastures. The foals now eat 
a little of the grain which goes to the mares. 
They frequently learn how to eat grain after 
they are a few days old.”’ 


*Monk’'s Way is in excellent health and condi- 
tion and does not show any physical effects from 
his quite busy season. This son of Friar Marcus, 
out of Tillywhim, by Minoru, is line bred to Bend 
Or through Cyllene. He belongs to the No. 1 
family and appears to have a fine future in the 
stud in this country. 


DISTINGUISHED PARTY. 

Joseph E. Widener and his distinguished 
guest, Lord Derby, and their party are expected 
at Elmendorf on Wednesday. Preparations are 
being made for visits to a number of the breeding 
establishments in this section and likewise for a 
luncheon to be given by Senator and Mrs. John- 
son N. Camden at Springhill Farm on Friday, 
after which the party will go to Louisville for 
the dinner of Colonel Matt J. Winn at the Pen- 
dennis Club Friday evening, and for the Derby 
on Saturday. 
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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


AKING into account the racing from January 

1 to May 8, inclusive, and computing first 
monies only, Campfire, one of the line of stal- 
lions in service at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky., heads the list of sires of juve- 
niles for 1930 in the matter of earnings of his 
get, his three winners having gained a total of 
$23,510 for their 11 successes. The 2-year-olds 
by no other sire have won as many races. The 
nearest approach is 10 won by the three winning 
get of Thunderer, standing at the Regan Farm, 
near Lexington. In point of winning representa- 
tives, Stimulus, another of the Claiborne Stud 
sires, and Tryster, standing at the Mapleton Stud 
of Messrs, Carstairs & Pierce, Malvern, Pennsyl- 
vania, are tied for the lead with four each.

HORSES FOR MEXICO 


ARRY W. SMITH, of Fort Worth, Texas, 

who since last November has been engaged 
in buying Thoroughbred mares for Texas and 
Oklahoma patrons, has extended his business into 
Mexico. He has just returned from a trip to 
Mexico City where he received an order from 
Gen. Joaquin Amaro, Secretary of War for 
Mexico, for mounts for the staff of President 
Pascoul Ortiz Rubio. These mounts are tc be of 
the hunter type of Thoroughbred horse anJj they 
are to be blacks and chestnuts. He also has 
orders for about 20 mares which will bring his 
next shipment to something like 50 head. In 
addition, he has orders for four jacks. 


“Mexico, I understand, is at a low ebb in the 
matter of its horses,” said Mr. Smith. ‘Wars 
have depleted the haciendas of their better mares, 
and such horses as they now have were largely 
obtained along the Texas border. The govern- 
ment is trying to build up its horse stock and is 
just beginning to use Thoroughbreds for that 
purpose. Recently, Secretary Amaro has im- 
ported three stallions—one from Germany, an- 
other from France, and another from England, 
and it is his plan to encourage breeding some- 
what after the fashion of the American Remount 
Service, but, as might well be supposed, under 
conditions in the country this will be a gradual 
proposition. Many people ride horses in the great 
park of Mexico City where there are numerous 
bridle paths and excellent opportunity for this 
delightful exercise. 


“The old race course at Mexico City has been 
dismantled and the property is now devoted to 
residences, but I understand that plans are in 
the making for a new race course at Baliveina, 
in the suburbs of Mexico City. The population 
is some 900,000, and I was informed by a number 
of prominent Mexicans that a very considerable 
element of the influential people of the city are 
anxious for racing and that the sport can be 
revived provided that it is in control of Mexican 
people. 

“I do not know how soon it will be before I am 
able to fill my present order, but it will be done 
as quickly as possible, and I then hope to have 
further orders which will keep me busy through 
the summer. I am advised by my connections at 
Mexico City that by the time I get back they 
will have orders ready from several of the more 
important ranchers in the country. As it is, I 
am just now doing considerable pioneer work in 
the hope of building a business, which will not 
alone be profitable to myself and to the people of 
Mexico, but, likewise, to the breeders and owners 
of Thoroughbred horses in this country who are 
desirous of the elimination of an overplus, and I 
see no better way of doing it than in supplying 
the demand in Mexico.” 

Mr. Smith is making his headquarters at the 
Phoenix Hotel at Lexington, and can be addressed 
by any breeders and owners who may be inter- 
ested in his enterprise.

UDGING from their number, it seems that the 

mascot is almost a necessity to a racing sta- 
ble. Whether it be a goat, dog, cat, a flock of 
game chickens, or the lead pony, there is in prac- 
tically all establishments from the Whitney’s to 
the lowliest “gyp’’ some form or other of pet. In 
the Harned Brothers’ stable it is a small monkey, 
which has shown to be rather smart as monkeys 
go. Many humorous theories are advanced 
anent ‘‘Bozo’s” ancestry 


I have a lively recollection of the goat which 
the late James W. Corrigan, of the racing firm 
of Corrigan & McKinney, had for a mascot. The 
first long barn on the right of the roadway lead- 
ing to the stables from the entrance at the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Central Avenues housed the 
horses of this establishment. Whenever Mr. Cor- 
rigan was about that aged white “Billy” was 
always just a step behind him. The animal had 
quite the longest spiral horns I have ever seen 
adorning a goat’s head. 


Just a few years back the McLean stable 
boasted a mule which served as a mascot and 
did the work of lead pony. That mule was one 
of the homeliest of the species; he looked like 
one of those sorry creatures driven by negro rag 
men. But do you know what he could do? He 
could run a quarter of a mile in :24, and small 
wonder, as he was out of a Thoroughbred mare; 
I think it was the dam of Hank O’Day, 


The veteran trainer, R. ‘“Dick’’ Brooks recently 
called my attention to a grey lead pony which 
was ambling along the backstretch. This pony 
claims as his sire none other than the once use- 
ful racer, Beaverkill, and it is said that it takes 
a fast racer to outrun him the first few six- 
teenths. He, like the McLean mule, is done after 
traversing about a quarter at top speed. Inci- 
dentally this would seem to prove the argument 
that it is the cold blood which anchors the quar- 
ter horse. 


Eddie Kaiser tells me that as a small boy he 
was employed by a stable claiming a most unu- 
sual mascot. It seems this string included a 
pretty fair old “hide’’ which was winning quite 
a few races around Charleston, but was devel- 
oping a bit of temperament. An eccentric old 
fellow who was a friend of the trainer’s dropped 
around one day to have a chat and was carry- 
ing a pet crow on his arm. To make a long 
story short, the crow and the horse became 
great friends and the visitor obligingly consented 
to allow the bird to remain in company with the 
horse. The old bread winner was as docile as a 
lamb just so long as the crow was in sight. If 
they were separated for any great length of time 
he would stall-walk and go off his feed. When- 
ever the horse was being walked or grazed the 
crow was perched on his back. 

The great Keene champions, Colin and Syson- 
by, became attached to a lead pony. Sysonby, 
the more temperamental of the two racers, 
would fret and worry himself into a bad state if 
the pony was out of his sight. This did not 
happen often, for when his connections found 
their champion loved the little pony so they 
made it a point never to separate them. 


ICTORIAN, one of the several “big trains” 
of the Warm Stable, put in his appearance 
on the Churchi]l Downs course for exercise last 


Friday morning. That was the first time the 
son of Whisk Broom II—Prudery had been on 
the track for about two weeks. He has let down 
quite a bit since his layoff, which Mr. Taylor 
stated was given him merely as a “freshener.”’

EE COOPER and Judge Sabbath, members of 

the Mrs. Denemark string, are the last ad- 
ditions to the rapidly growing “jumping school” 
near the Durnell barn, on Longfield Avenue, 
Louisville. Trainer Dick Watts says that his 
charges are taking to their lessons in a most 
encouraging manner and has high hopes of their 
developing into first-class jumpers. Lee Cooper 
was a nice sort of colt in his 2-year-old form 
and at three was regarded as a promising con- 
didate for the Kentucky Derby, but his disposi- 
tion was against him. He became a sulker. As 
is often the‘case with unruly Thoroughbreds, he 
is going along much better since having been 
put to jumping. 

RAINERS are certainly becoming very free 

with the knife these days. The foregoing was 
the thought brought to mind when I learned that 
a colt of classic physical mold, by John P. Grier, 
out of mare by Man o’ War, was castrated a few 
days ago. I had taken quite a fancy to this up- 
standing chestnut, a 2-year-old, and was very 
sorry to hear of the operation. I had observed 
that colt enough to think I am safe in saying 
that the action in his cdse was a bit hasty. But 
this is just one instance. It seems a pity that so 
many well-bred and splendidly proportioned colts 
should be subjected to the operation, as has been 
the case in late years. The motives back of the 
idea are purely mercenary. Where it is obviously 
necessary to the racing ability of a horse lack- 
ing in good blood and in quality, the practice is 
excusable and, in extreme cases, commendable. 
But it has come to the place where the knife is 
frequently resorted to with little or no apparent 
reason and when it would be well to manage 
without employing such a measure. 


I have seen many great geldings perform and 
have admired some of them quite a bit because 
of their ability, but of late years I have come to 
regard a gelding’s victory in a stakes with regret 
that one unable to transmit such quality should 
triumph. Of course, had some of these geldings 
been allowed to remain whole they may not 
have amounted to a row of pins as racing tools. 
On the other hand there have been many of 
which it can be said that it would have been far 
better had they not been castrated. Those con- 
nected with the stables boasting some of the very 
best geldings of the past can tell you that in a 
number of cases there was practically no excuse 
for castrating them. 

You know Mr. Harper was bent on unsexing 
Ten Broeck when that colt was a yearling . . 
luckily a near relative talked him out of the 
notion. While Ten Broeck did not establish an 
enduring male line he was a good sire in his day, 
and his name appears in the pedigrees of some 
of our present-day good horses. 

Now there is one very good way to eliminate 
this practice where it is not absolutely necessary. 
This would be to bar geldings from participating 
in all stakes of $5,000 or more added value. This 
would, besides saving many fine horses, amply 
prove to the powers that be, who, every few

years, become imbued with the idea of illegaliz- 
ing racing, that the sport is really’for “the im- 
provement of the breed’’ and not just a money- 
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making scheme, as the excessive use of the knife 
tends to show. 
* 

ELL, folks, we are about to go into the 

throes of another Kentucky Derby. The 
race promises to be a great spectacle. Kentucky 
Derbies usually are. Many of the so-called 
“Derbies” now run annually in this good old U. 
S. A. are extremely farcical, yet the public is 
press-agented into believing they are like this 
great classic—the “Haig and Haig,” as Jim 
Moody would say. 

Everyone who can will be at Churchill Downs 
next Saturday afternoon to see another colt come 
bounding down that long home-stretch to garner 
all the honor and fame (to say nothing of the 
pot) which goes to the victor. And there are 
several colts in this year’s renewal that may, 
without taxing the imagination, be termed real 
race horses. There is a possibility that the win- 
ner will prove to be as good a racer as were 
Reigh Count, Sir Barton, or Bubbling Over in 
their time. 

Historic old Churchill Downs—the scene of 
this great annual battle—is ready. Visitors will 
note, providing they can distract their attention 
from the horses long enough, that the manage- 
ment has gone to considerable pains and expense 
to add to the lustre of the setting. 


When I first visited the track the stand was 
quite small in comparison to its present vastness. 
In those days it was no longer than the section 
between the two cupolas one notices atop the 
structure on entering—in fact, that section with 
the cupola at either end was the old stand. The 
steps came up from the lawn. And there was 
plenty of real honest to goodness lager and foam- 
ing common to be had at the long bar. Also you 
could sit in a comfortable rocker on the broad 
portico of the clubhouse and witness the races 
without having your ribs poked, or your hat 
jolted rudely over one eye 


The East meets the West again this year. 
Naturally, I’m rooting for the West, but it looks 
as though the East holds the strongest hand. The 
Eastern contingent pins its faith on Gallant Fox, 
Gone Away, Crazy Coot and Ned O., while the 
West is relying on the speed and stamina of 
Tannery, Gallant Knight, High Foot, Buckeye 
Poet, Breezing Thru, Kilkerry, and Broadway 
Limited. 

Many of the colts named here have been to 
the races this spring and have given good ac- 
count of themselves. If they hadn't they would 
not be regarded as “threats.’”’” The remainder 
have worked well enough to warrant plenty of 
consideration in making a choice. But some have 
raced and worked better than others. Tannery 
can be cited as having exhibited more ability 
than any colt to have performed south of the 
famous Mason-Dixon line since Kentucky racing 
closed last fall. In the East, Gallant Fox has 
given evidence under colors that he has returned 
to the good form he displayed in his races last 
year. As I write this it is manifest that the son 
of Sir Gallahad III is the East’s “best bet” to car- 
ry off the prize, and that the West is “counting” 
on old Ballot’s son, Tannery, to perform that 
identical feat. ‘Let ’em roll,” and may the best 
horse win! 


Gene Normile, it is said, is negotiating for a 
string of horses to be raced at the Agua Caliente 
summer meeting and to be trained in the stable 
of Robert North and George Ramsey. 


LUCKY TOR’S CITY AND SUBURBAN

HE CITY AND SUBURBAN at Epsom which 
was won easily by Lucky Tor, a 5-year-old 
bay colt which had not won a race for over two 
years. He, however, at Newbury on April 12 
was very unlucky, when he finished third in the 
Spring Cup, beaten a head and neck. 

Athford was second, just in front of Vatout. 
The latter attracted considerable attention, as he 
was very heavily supported in France. He may 
have been a little unlucky since he was kicked 
at the post, which accounted for a slow beginning. 
He was running on at the finish. Athford has 
wintered splendidiy, and looked very elegant. 

Lucky Tor carried 104 pounds. He was re- 
ceiving 20 pounds from Trigo’s brother (Ath- 
ford). Vatout had top weight, 126 pounds. He 
was three-quarters of a length behind Athford, 
with Midlothian (by Son-in-Law) close up, 
fourth. There were sixteen runners. The time 
for the race is 2:05 2-5, one and a quar- 
ter miles. It was possible to pick out Lucky Tor 
as a likely winner two furlongs from the finish. 
The winner is owned by Mr. W. M.G. Singer, who 
has been racing in England a great number of 
years, but has yet to win a classic race. He has been 
a member of the Jockey Club about nine years. 

Lucky Tor is by Lemberg. He is the first foal 
of his dam, Leighon Tor, named after one of the 
peaks on Dartmoor in Devonshire. Lucky Tor 
was trained at Manton, which stable last won 
the City and Suburban with King Charles as long 
ago as 1893. Leighon Tor is by Torloisk, a 
sprinting, blood-vessel-breaking son of Gallinule. 
His second dam was Laomedia, a high class mare 
and ran second in the Oaks. Leighon Tor herself 
was also a brilliant winner of eight races worth 
$34,000. Laomedia, who has bred six winners, 
is by St. Serf out of Great Dame, a half-sister 
to Miss Pepper (the grandam of George Smith, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby in 1916). Great 
Dame bred numerous winners including a good 
staying colt in Kuroki, winner of eleven races. 
The fourth dam is Lady Paramount. She was 
a half-sister to Thistan, a great stayer, winner 
of the Ascot Gold Vase, Ascot Gold Cup, the 
Champion Stakes and over $110,000. 

Tristan raced third to Foxhall in the Cam- 
bridgeshire. He is best known as a stallion, by 
having sired Canterbury Pilgrim, Lord Derby’s 
famous mare which won the Oaks, and in her 
turn produced Swinford. The family line of 
Lucky Tor descends from Queen Mary. 


DIOLITE’S TWO THOUSAND 
PPEARING under colors for the first time 
since his retirement at the end of the Good- 

wood meeting last July, Sir Hugo Hirst’s Diolite, 
considered the best of 2-year-olds in England in 
1929 and honored with selection as top-weight in 
the Free Handicap, won the Two Thousand 
Guineas, the first of the English classics to be de- 
cided and worth approximately $50,000, over the 
Rowley Mile at Newmarket, Wednesday, May 7. 
Diolite’s victory was impressive and he at once 
became the first favorite for the Derby to be run 
at Epsom, June 4, he having prior to The Guineas 
race been joint favorite for the Derby with Lord 
Derby’s Caerleon, and Col. Giles Loder’s Strong- 
bow at 100 to 8. Ina field of 28, he started for 
the Two Thousand Guineas at 10 to 1 and got 
home in front by two lengths, with W. M. Casa- 
let’s Paradine second a length in front of Major 
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J. S. Courtauld’s Silver Flare third. The Aga 
Khan’s Blenheim finished fourth. Caerleon was 
favorite at 5 to 1. Strongbow also was a runner. 

Diolite is a bay son of the Two Thousand 
Guineas winner, Diophon (son of the Derby win- 
ner, Grand Parade, son of Orby), out of the 
*Rock Sand mare, Needle Rock. He was pur- 
chased as a yearling by his present trainer, Fred 
Templeman, on behalf of Sir Hugo Hirst for a 
sum approximating $5,000. 

Diolite won three races out of five starts last 
season. Handicapper T. F. Dawkins reckoned 
him one pound better than Press Gang when 
making the weights of the Free Handicap. In 
addition to the Derby he also is eligible to the 
St. Leger, the fall classic at Doncaster. 

Paradine is a bay son of the Derby winner, 
Grand Parade, out of Jesting Maid. This colt 
hails from Joseph Lawson’s powerful Manton 
Stable, which also shelters Lord Astor’s Writ, a 
much-talked-of candidate for Derby honors. 
Paradine is among the Derby eligibles, but has 
not been nominated for the St. Leger. 

Silver Flare is a brown son of Pharos, at pres- 
ent at the stud in France, out of Silver Wand, a 
half-sister to the Derby and St. Leger winner, 
Fifinella. 


FAIR ISLE’S ONE THOUSAND. 

Lord Derby’s Fair Isle (sister to Fairway}, by 
Phalaris—Scapa Flow, the smartest filly in Eng- 
land last year, confirmed her quality by winning 
the One Thousand Guineas, the first of the sea- 
son’s important events for 3-year-old fillies, at 
Newmarket, May 9, and now is the outstanding 
favorite for the Oaks to be run June 6. She was 
favorite at 7 to 4. Anthony de Rothschild’s 
Torchere was second, beaten a head, and C. 
Wadia’s Sister Clover was third a length back. 


FOREIGN ITEMS. 

For foul riding in England, R. A. Malcolm has 
been suspended until July 1. 

Alfred Hayhoe, former well-known English 
trainer, died and was buried at Newmarket the 
third week in April. 

“George Duller has made good in this, his first, 
year as a trainer,’ says The Sporting Life (Lon- 
don). Duller, former steeplechase rider, is train- 
ing in England for Victor Emanuel, noted Amer- 
ican. 

The Durban Easter Handicap, $5,000, one mile 
and a quarter, in South Africa, was won by Court 
Gallant, 8 to 1, half a length in front of Slave 
Dealer, 10 to 1, a length and a half better than 
Irish Spring, 20 to 1. 

Leaving an estate valued at approximately 
$47,000 to her two children, Mrs. Lucy Reaton, 
of England, wrote in her will: “I wish them 
both to put 10 shillings into Calcutta Sweep every 
year, and I hope they may be more lucky than 
their mother has been.” 

At Exning House, near Newmarket, England, 
Lady Glanely, 54, wife of Lord Glanely, noted 
breeder and owner, died suddenly the third week 
in April. Lord Glanely, who had gone to Lon- 
don, was called when his wife’s serious illness 
was noted, and he rushed by motor, but arrived 
two hours after her death. She was greatly ad- 
mired by all who knew her. 

The Sporting Life (London), relating Lord 
Carnarvon’s misfortune in having a very fine 
colt foal by Ellangowan, out of Douskha, die 48 
hours after birth, says “Lord Carnarvon refused 


10,000 guineas ($50,000) from an American own- 
er for Douskha after the Liverpool Cup. The 
first year Douskha was at the stud she slipped 
twins to one of our most fashionable sires.” 

The Irish One Thousand Guineas, for 3-year- 
old fillies, one mile, decided at the Curragh, 
April 23, was won by Geoffrey R. Allen’s Star 
of Egypt, by Allenby—Marie Lloyd, trained by 
More O'Farrell and ridden by T. Burns, with H. 
S. Gray’s South Sea Bubble, second, two lengths 
back and a neck in front of H. Kennedy’s St. 
Breda, with five others running, among them be- 
ing Ralph Beaver Strassburger’s Glass Princess. 
The winner paid 7 to 1. 


THISTLE DOWN. 


HE program book for the first seven days of 

a meeting of 28 days announced by the 
Thistle Down Jockey Club to open at its track 
near Cleveland, Ohio, Wednesday, May 28, and to 
close Saturday, June 28, has been issued by Judge 
Joseph A. Murphy, under whose direction the 
racing is to be conducted. The principal event 
of the meeting is announced to be the Cleveland 
Derby, which is to be run on Saturday, June 7. 
This race will have $15,000 added with $2,000 to 
second, $1,000 to third and $500 to fourth, for 
3-year-olds, 1 1-4 miles, entries to close May 29. 

Nothing is said about betting at this meeting 
but it is noted that each race is referred to “pub- 
lic contribution” and the purses range from $800 
to $1,500. It may be that Judge Murphy has in 
mind to introduce at this track the plan which 
was decided in California to have been within 
the law and which was successfully employed 
during the 14 days at Tanforan. 

Judge Murphy will be presiding steward and 
will have Messrs. Herman P. Conkling and 
William S. Lougee as his associates. The judges 
will be Eugene Bury, Chas. McLennan and Sidney 
Brown. James Milton will be starter; Eugene 
Bury, the racing secretary; Chas. McLennan, 
clerk of the scales; Sidney Brown, paddock judge, 
and Tom Day, patrol judge. 

Judge Murphy has opened offices in the 
Hollender Hotel at Cleveland where all com- 
munications should be addressed.

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LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


ELDAME, bred by the late Major August 

Belmont in his Nursery Stud (dispersed May 
15, 1925, following his death which occurred in 
New York the previous December), in Kentucky, 
was one of the very great race mares in America. 
She was “out of the money” in only four of her 
31 starts. She won 17 races, was second in 6, 
third in 4, and earned $102,570. At two years old 
she made seven starts, winning three, including 
the Great Filly Stakes and the Vernal Stakes, 
was second once and third once. At three she 
was the queen of the 3-year-old fillies of 1904. In 
her 14 starts that year she won 12, her victories 
including the Saratoga Cup, 1 3-4 miles in 
3:03 4-5, Alabama Stakes, First and Second 
Specials, Carter Handicap and Mermaid Stakes, 
and she was once second and once third. Broom- 
stick, Africander, McChesney, Ort Wells, The 
Picket, Caughnawaga, Stalwart and Major 
Daingerfield were among the horses she defeated 
as a 3-year-old. In 1905 she was the equal of any 
of the stakes horses, regardless of sex, and that 
year she won the Suburban Handicap and the 
Sanford Stakes, each at 1 1-4 miles. She is one 
of three mares ever to have won the Suburban, 
the others being Imp, in 1899, and Bateau, in 
1929. Beldame died in 1924 at the Nursery Stud, 
having produced only three moderate winners and 
leaving no descendant to approach her brilliant 
record.

A reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE sends this much 
appreciated note: ‘In presenting the tabulated 
pedigree of Yo Tambien in connection with your 
series of articles on the great money-winning 
mares, you say that she appears only in the 
American Stud Book in the record of her birth. 
You might note that this is undoubtedly due to 
the fact that she never produced a foal. After 
her retirement from the Turf, after the season 
of 1895, she was sent to McGrathiana, to be bred 
to Hanover, was turned out in a paddock there 
and found soon after so badly injured that she had 
to be killed—the injury having been due, as I 
recall it, to a loose board upon which she got 
impaled. It was a tragic thing that might have 
been avoided merely with a hammer and a couple 
of nails. 

“Incidentally, the correct spelling of the name 
of the dam of Yo Tambien, Emperor of Norfolk, 
El Rio Rey, etc., is not MariAn, but MariOn. She 
and her own sister Roxaline were both bred by 
Joseph Cairn Simpson (Roxaline also became a 
great producer) and were named after his two 
daughters, Marion and Roxaline, and he himself 
told me that the spelling in the Stud Book was 
wrong and in a copy of it in my possession, which 
once belonged to him, he has corrected the A into 
an O. Bruce had been informed of the error, also, 
but never corrected it; which was a source of 
great annoyance to Mr. Simpson. ‘’Twas ever 
thus’.”’

HE MARYLAND JOCKEY CLUB on Satur- 

day last closed one of the most successful 
meetings in its long and honorable existence, and 
this closing marked the cessation of racing in 
Maryland until the half mile meetings at Hagers- 
town, Cumberland, Marlboro and Timonium be- 
gin in August.

At the con- 
clusion of the race Mr. Woodward went into the 
stand and there received from Governor Ritchie 
the famous Woodlawn Vase and the replica 
thereof. This vase will now be held by Mr. 
Woodward until the running of the next Preak- 
ness when it will again be presented to the 
owner of the victor to be retained for one year. 

Gallant Fox, in charge of George Tappin, was 
shipped from Pimlico to Louisville Sunday. Crack 
Brigade was also sent to Louisville. The other 
horses there were shipped for the greater part 
to New York and to Canada, while a few went 
to Kentucky. 


RENNERT HANDICAP TO PHILLIP.

Gallant Fox 
was piloted by Earl Sande, and, after overcom- 
ing a good deal of trouble in the running, he was 
able to hold safe T. M. Cassidy's Crack Brigade. 
Snowflake, of the Walter J. Salmon entry, the 
only filly starting, was third after having been 
shuffled back and recovering finished gamely in 
front of J. L. Pontius’ Michigan Boy. 


The purse was worth $51,925 net to the win- 
ner, $5,000 to second, $3,000 to third and $2,000 
to fourth. The distance was 1 3-16 miles, and the 
fractional time was: :23 3-5, :48, 1:13 3-5, 1:39 
and 2:00 3-5, over a fast track. The other seven 
in the field of eleven were Gold Brook, Sweet 
Sentiment, Woodcraft, Armageddon, Swinfield, 
Full Dress and Tetrarchal. 


The race was decided before a splendid crowd, 
one of the greatest ever assembled at the old 
hilltop track, and Gallant Fox, being a product 
of Mr. Woodward's Belair Stud, it was a popular 
victory. The start from the gate was a good 
one, although Armageddon acted so badly in his 
stall that he was taken to the outside of the 
machine. Gallant Fox was off good from his in- 
side post position, but Tetrarchal showed a great 
burst of speed and came over to the inside put- 
ting the son of *Sir Gallahad III in close quar- 
ters. Sande came to the outside with the Wood- 
ward colt, losing much ground, and had a big 
task to catch the leaders, but he drew alongside 
them before the first six furlongs were covered 
and at the stretch had the lead. Ridden out, he 
was drawing away at the end. 

Gallant Fox won the Flash and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes last season. His first and only other 


start this season he won the Wood Memorial 
Stakes.

CHURCHILL DOWNS 
. five days of inactivity following the 
close of the Kentucky Association’s meeting 
at Lexington, Churchill Downs, Inc., another sub- 
sidiary of the American Turf Association, opened 
the fifty-sixth spring meeting at the historic 
Louisville plant Saturday, May 10, with a very 
large attendance. There had been a drizzle of 
rain early in the afternoon, but the track con- 
tinued fast and an afternoon of fine sport was 
had, though the public had not chosen well its 
favorites, not one of the first choices winning. 

Stars and Bars, son of Pennant, from Remem- 
brance by Hamburg or Broomstick, accounted for 
the feature event, the fifty-sixth running of the 
Clark Handicap, the favorite, Clyde Van Dusen, 
finishing fourth, with Jock the second choice, last. 
Easter Stockings, from the Audley Farm, ran im- 
pressively and finished second. She made the 
early pace and withstood repeated challenges to 
outstay all except the winner. 

Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE will recall that 
prior to his starting and winning at Lexington, 
Cc. C. Van Meter’s Black Comet was heralded as 
a first-class colt. Victory in the event for 2-year- 


old colts and geldings on Saturday appears to 
fully confirm this estimate. 

The best performance of the day was that of 
Pansy Walker in displaying fine speed and lead- 
ing all the way, and winning the Louisville Purse 
for 3-year-olds, with the Derby eligibles Gallant 
Knight, High Foot, Alcibiades, Busy, Billy 
Champ, Sydney, Brother Rank, Maudlin and Roll 
’*Em Down behind her. High Foot’s performance 
in this race was quite disappointing, though he 
was in difficulties in the early stages. He tired 
in the stretch and left the impression that he has 
small chance with Gallant Fox and Tannery in 
the event for Saturday of this week.

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STARS AND BARS WINS DOWNS FEATURE. 

Stars and Bars, sturdy son of Pennant from 
Remembrance, which trainer Ed Haughton sad- 
dled for Mrs. Payne Whitney, Greentree Stable, 
easily showed the way in the fifty-sixth running 
of the Clark Handicap (1 1-16 miles, 1:47 2-5, 
track fast), the feature of the opening of the 
fifty-sixth annual spring meeting at the historic 
Churchill Downs, May 10. Audley Farm’s Easter 
Stockings was second two lengths and a half 
back of the winner and a head in front of Pigeon 
Hole, from H. P. Headley’s stable. The odds on 
favorite, Clyde Van Dusen, was fourth and 
Martie Flynn, Blackwood, The Nut, Montanaro, 
Nostaw and Jock finished in the order named. 
Jock was second choice in the betting. The race 
was worth $10,900 to the winner, $2,000 to sec- 
ond and $1,000 to third, while Clyde Van Dusen 
saved entrance and starting fees of $275. 


Stars and Bars, ridden by L. Jones, was off 
slowly and lost much ground on the first turn, 
raced wide while working his way up, and coming 
with a rush took the lead before the stretch was 
reached and won easily. Easter Stockings, 
piloted by H. Schutte, was sent into the lead 
early and withstood repeated challenges, but 
could not cope with the winner.

Handicap, etc.), Biue Peter, Bonus (also pro- 
ducer) and Wendy, dam of six winners including 
Elf (Youthful, Hudson Stakes, etc. and dam of 
Boojum, winner Hopeful Stakes, etc.) and March 
Hare, winner Gazelle Stakes, etc. The next dam 
Forget, won 33 races and produced the stakes 
winners Borrow (in England and United States), 
Hylas, Dreamer, Oversight, Slumber II, Deler- 
ium, and Lethe, dam of Jolly Roger, etc.; gran- 
dam of Buddy Basil, etc. 


TO BELMONT PARK. 

William B. Miller, president of the Greenwich 
Stud, came last week from New York to have 
an inspection of the 2-year-olds in his establish- 
ment before their shipment from Lexington to 
Belmont Park on Monday of this week. There 
are 14 of these youngsters to leave the farm 
for the first time. They have been regularly can- 
tered and handled on the grass, but have never 
been on a race track and have never been tried 
for speed. They have been under the care of 
Manager Al. Kane and his assistant trainer, Har- 
ry Gray. 

Trainer Charles Hughes, who recently came 
from Maryland and who departed last Thursday 
for Louisville, was at Greenwich Stud on Monday 
of last week and he informed THE BLOOD-HORSE 
that he had not in many years seen as well 
grown, well muscled and well conditioned horses 


than are these Greenwich 2-year-olds. “They 
are as hard as nails and larger, and appear to 
have more substance, than the average horse at 
their age’’ said trainer Hughes. “I was very 
much impressed with the stallion *Waygood, son 
of Tracery, who was the sire of some of these 
2-year-olds.” 

None of these horses will be ready to race 
before Saratoga as they are to see a track for 
the first time when they get to Belmont Park. 
They will occupy stalls in stable No. 35. Mr. 
Miller said that this method of handling 2-year- 
olds had been somewhat more costly than the 
usual practice of breaking them in the autumn 
of their first year and racing them early in their 
second year, but he is satisfied that his experi- 
ment in this respect is going to bring fine re- 
turns because of his belief that the horses are 
better developed and hardier, due to their having 
been kept away from the track until now. 


REVIEW. 


Expressing his opinion as to the better horses 
appearing in the racing at the recent Lexington 
meeting, Andrew G. Leonard, capable steward 
who was rolled out of the Kentucky stands in the 
turning of the political wheel, said in the course 
of an article published in The Lexington Leader 
that Robert W. Collins’ Don Leon, by Leo O. Cot- 
ner—Weeping Willow by Rapid Water, was “the 
pick of the basket” among the 2-year-olds. Con- 
cerning him he said further: 

“This colt won his first start, a purse affair 
at four and one-half furlongs and on Saturday, 
the last day of the meeting, met and defeated 
the best of his division in the Idle Hour Stake 
at the same distance. Don Leon is a chestnut 
15 hands one inch high, and is a colt of rare qual- 
ity, considerable substance, and of excellent in- 
dividuality. 

“He is one of the fastest youngsters ever seen 
at this track, a well behaved colt at the barrier 
and quick to get away from the start. In the 
race for the Idle Hour Stakes, he shot to the 
front immediately after the barrier was sprung 
and gaining a long lead, soon had his field in 
difficulties, winning with something to spare, in 
excellent time for the distance.” 

Mr. Leonard fancies Deemster second best of 
the meeting and says of the son of Tryster, from 
Deeming, that he, “while still a maiden, is a fast, 
game and reliable youngster and one likely to 
improve with racing.” 

He sees Tannery as the “outstanding Derby 
eligible,”” shown at the meeting and says: “If 
he does not prove to be a high class colt, there 
appears to be very little hope for the others.” 
Discussing the breeding of the son of Ballot from 
Blemished, by Olambala, Mr. Leonard says: 
“This is superb breeding and from these lines 
have come several very high class race horses. 
It is staying blood and for this reason, and be- 
cause the colt is a stout, well-built horse, of great 
substance and muscular development, Tannery 
can be expected to cover a distance of ground 
and hold his own with the best of his division.” 


FIRST TO ARRIVE. 

Westbrook Pegler is the first of the Eastern 
writers to put in his appearance in the Blue 
Grass for Derby week. He arrived from New 
York Sunday night and was the guest on Monday 
of Col. E. R. Bradley and Barry Shannon at Idle 
Hour Farm. He will remain at Lexington until 
Friday when he will go to Louisville. 
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MONTANA BREEDER IN KENTUCKY. 


An interested visitor to Lexington and the 
Blue Grass region this past week was J. G. J. 
Boissevain, of the Double Arrow Ranch, Green- 
ough, Montana. He is breeding hunters and polo 
ponies with a view to breaking, training and 
shipping them to the Eastern markets when they 
are five years old. He is using Thoroughbred 
sires on half-bred or quarter-bred mares, and 
in some instances on mares having no Thorough- 
bred cross. He is enthusiastic about the great 
breeding establishments in this section of the 
country and about the leading sires, the splendid 
mares and the produce he saw in company with 
his friend J. Waller Rodes, former sheriff of 
Fayette County. “I intend to make Lexington 
as a stop off on each of my annual trips to or 
from the East,” he said. “I am enthusiastic 
about the wonderful horses and the splendid 
farms I have seen here, and I must say that I 
have gained much knowledge even in the brief 
time I have spent here.”

MESSRS. TRANTER AND COSDEN. 


Messrs. E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, and A. H. Cosden have arrived 
from New York. Mr. Tranter will conduct a 
sale of one hundred head of Thoroughbreds at 
his new Lexington Sales Paddocks Thursday 
afternon and evening of this week. Mr. Tranter 
says the sale will be up to expectations and that 
conditions are improving. Mr. Cosden is an 
annual visitor to Lexington at this season of the 
year and he will put in several days of this week 
inspecting his horses and the horses of friends 
at the various farms, and on Saturday will at- 
tend the Derby at Churchill Downs. He is the 
owner of Vito, which is making his first season 
as a sire at Keeneland Stud and which son of 
*Negofol is greatly admired by a number of per- 
sons who have patronized him at this establish- 
ment. He had an overfull book, Mr. Keene hav- 
ing reported to Mr. Cosden that he had turned 
away some twenty mares. 


COLONEL CHINN’S RETURN.

JAMAICA. 


NDER improvec weather conditions, the rac- 

ing continued at Jamaica through the week 
with a splendid attendance and an especially 
large crowd on Saturday. The feature of that 
day was the Youthful Stakes from which Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Equipose was disqualified and 
the purse given to Mrs. M. P. Allen’s Vander 
Pool, hitherto having still, by this decision of the 
stewards, been undefeated. Foul had not been 
claimed by Kelsey, Vander Pool’s rider, but was 
so allowed on the report of patrol judge Vos- 
burg. 

Minotaur’s victory in the Excelsior Handicap 
produced a big thrill for the spectators, as this 
son of *Sun Briar overtook and clearly defeated 
Sandy Ford, which, in his last race, had won the 
Dixie Handicap at Pimlico. 

The feature on Monday was won by Eddie 
O’Hearn after a hard drive with Kahra. Judge 
Schilling’s fast race in the Jamaica Handicap on 
Tuesday, when he did his six furlongs in 1:11 
2-5 to win at big margin from Lace, was the out- 
standing feature on Tuesday. 

On Wednesday the Newtown Claiming Stakes 
was won by E. F. Sanford’s Brown Wizard in 
somewhat hollow fashion. 

Thursday Sarazen II produced a big disap- 
pointment for his supporters when he finished 
third, being five lengths and a nose behind Maya 
and Capture for the Spring Handicap. 

On Friday the Montana Handicap, the best 
offering on the program that day, was won by 
the Rancocas Stable’s Lahor. 


JAMAICA HANDICAP. 


Racing the fastest six furlongs of the season, 
Judge Schilling easily won by five lengths the 
second running of the Jamaica Handicap, in 
1:11 2-5 (two-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record), net value to winner $5,500, at 
Jamaica, May 6. Judge Schilling was ridden by

Plungers. 

HARLES MORTON, veteran English trainer, 

whose book, “My Sixty Years of the Turf,” 
is recently off the press in London, makes refer- 
ence therein to the betting side of racing, re- 
marking upon the scarcity of plungers in this 
day: “Nor are there any big professional hackers 
such as use to decorate the Turf in the days 
when I was younger,” he says. “I make an ex- 
ception in the case of Charles Hannam. ‘Old 
England,’ as they call him, is easily the cleverest 
backer the Turf has ever known. For forty years 
he and I have been acquainted, and Charles, like 
Tenpyson’s famous brook, seems to go on for 
ever. Alone of all the thousands of men who 
have tried to get a fortune by backing horses, 
he has stood the test of time, and successfully 
defied the innumerable attempts to send him into 
that abyss into which most of the plucky 
plungers ultimately fall. Most of the big men 
come to grief in what might be considered a 
strange way. They blindly follow the advice of 
trainers and jockeys, and in the long run discover 
that success can only be sustained by the man 
possessing a strong independent judgment. John 
Hammond, who, together with Fred Swindell and 
Charles Hannam, stands out among the great 
backers of all time, infinitely preferred his own 
opinion of a horse to that of the trainer or the 
owner.” 

This brings to mind another Charles who for 
nigh on to forty years has been successfully back- 
ing horses on this side of the water, the same 
being Charles Ellison, who in his younger days 
was called “the blond plunger.’ Quietly these 
days he plays and pays his way, now as ever 
depending upon his own judgment for the choices 
he makes and the success he has. But he is one 
in millions. Another is Thomas W. (Chicago) 
O’Brien. The latter, perhaps, wagers more 
money the year round than any other individual 
in America, and he, too, depends upon his own 
judgment. That is as it should be, a man of 
judgment should never be swayed from his con- 
clusions by the opinion of some other individual, 
particularly in the matter of selecting a horse 
to back. 


In Name Only. 


6éTJ\HE Kentucky Derby,” says The Sunday 

Sportsman (London), “is a Derby only in 
name, for it is decided over a mile and a quarter 
instead of the regulation distance, while geldings 
are allowed to compete, whereas they have for 
some years past been barred from competing for 
the real Derby. The Kentucky Derby is now the 
oldest race in America—-that is, the oldest race 
which has been run for continuously. It was 
founded in the ‘seventies’ and was at first a very 
small affair. Big trees from little acorns grow, 
however, and it is now invariably worth more 
than £10,000 ($50,000).” 

Perhaps some day the racing dates for Louis- 
ville may be so arranged that the Kentucky 
Derby will be run sufficiently late in the year to 
enable the change to the “true’’ distance—one 
mile and a half. The Latonia Derby has this 
“true” distance, but it doesn’t bar geldings. The 
nearest approach to the correct Derby race in 
America is the Belmont Stakes at Belmont Park.

THE SANTIAGO RACE COURSE 


ETURNED from his holiday to South America 
and back at his desk in the office of 
Horse and Hound (London), “Audax” has the 
following to say of the Santiago race course in 
Chili and its stands, which must have been inter- 
esting to readers of his publication and which, we 
know, will be equally so to readers of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE: 
“When I was in Santiago last February my 
friend, Mr. Searie, very kindly showed me over 


the racecourse there, and the place, with which 
he has so much to do, is the acme of comfort for 
everyone going to the races. Racing first began 
in Chili so long ago as 1869, but the present 
stands and their surroundings, commenced in 
1917, were not finished until 1922. The cost was 
very large, but the reward is that people of every 
class now flock there. Nothing could be better, 
and from the stands, all constructed on the 
cantilever system with nothing to intercept one’s 
view—as is the case in most of the English struc- 
tures—every yard of the races run can be seen 
to perfection, while the grounds behind the 
stands, weighing rooms, and various offices it 
would be impossible to improve upon. 

“The luncheon and other rooms underneath the 
stands are the best to be found in South America, 
while I question if anything superior is to be 
seen on any racecourse in the world. Owing to 
careful irrigation the course always yields good 
going, and although it was in the height of sum- 
mer when I visited it the turf looked very green. 
The run-in is 31 furlongs straight, but all the 
bends are beautifully made, being very easy for 
the horses to get round. Racing is now in full 
swing at Santiago, as it starts on the first Sun- 
day in April and ends here on the last Sunday in 
December, there being also racing on certain 
feast days. During the rest of the year, from 
the first Sunday in January until the last one in 
March, the races are held at Vina del Mar, near 
Valparaiso.”
